HR Report... 


K6EOA was sentenced to three years felony 
probation and fined $500.00 for his 
threats against FCC engineers who were 
investigating jamming charges against him 
in 1979 (HRR 272, 274). The sentence was 
handed down last week in the Superior 
Court In and For the County of Los 
Angeles and his probation will hinge on 
the condition that he does not use any of 
his Amateur equipment during the pro bat— 
lon period and that he does not threaten, 


Call or harass either FCC officials or 


certain specified area Amateurs during 
his three years on probation, 


He will also be required to obtain psy- 
chiatric treatment from a qualified M.D. 
at least once a week and must Obey all 
instructions from his probation officer 
and all other laws during his probation. 
Failure to comply with any of these 
conditions could put him into prison for 
the balance of the three years. The 
judge said the provision that he not use 


his Amateur equipment was an appropriate 


one in this case, since Munson had used 
his Amateur station in committing the 
crime (the threats) for which he was 
being sentenced. 


K6EOA will be facing the FCC for a license 
Suspension hearing this week. He was 
scheduled to appear on Thursday in the Los 
Angeles County Courthouse for a conference 
and hearing on why his Technician class 
license should not be Suspended for jamm- 
ing, refusal to cooperate with FCC invest- 
igators and threats against their safety. 


Amateurs living near airports will shortly 
be facing changes in licensing procedures.

Dear Members: 

The problem of malicious interference has 
reached serious proportions, Indeed, in 
the March 1980 QST editorial, W1RU referr- 
ed to it as a crisis -- and a crisis can- 
not be ignored. The ARRL Board of Direct- 
ors has recently established an Interfer- 
ence Task Force for the purpose of init- 
lating an ongoing program of assistance 
to local interference committees, clubs, 
or individuals. This task force shall: 

1) coordinate an educational program to 
include appropriate articles in QsT and 
in Club and Training publications, 

2) provide a reference manual and guide- 
lines for interference committee operat— 
ing procedures and 3) Provide Liaison at 
the national level for those cases to be 
referred to the Federal Communications 
Commission for their handling. 


In the March 1980 QST editorial we solic- 
ited input from the membership and recei- 
ved hundreds of letters in response. One 
thing we learned from those letters is 
that some clubs or groups have already 
established local interference committees 
to help combat malicious interference, 
Since it is not our intention to reinvent 
the wheel, but to build on the good work 
that has gone before, we are Writing all 
ARRL affiliated clubs to learn whatever 
information we can on interferences comm-— 
ittees that already exist. We ask that 
you answer the following questions: 


1) Does your club have an organized proc- 
edure to deal with interference cases that 
come to your attention? We are speaking 
here of amateur-to-amateur interference, 
nov RE 


2) Do you have any formal guidelines or 
procedures (such as a procedural manual) 
for the above? May we have a copy? 

3) If you do not have an organized system 
for handling interference cases, would you 
be interested in establishing one, given 
procedural guidance from the Interference 
Task Force? 


We intend to build a data file of present 
and future local interference committees 
TG 22C21itate the exchange of information. 
The membership of these committees will 
be kept confidential,
